over his’ forehead, whilst bis cold gray eyes 
glanced molignautly from under its brim.— 
Ko one could easy any hnrm of Browa, beyond 
that bo wasa surly, ill-couditioned sort of fel- 
low, who shuaued his neighbors, and was a 
Known poacher, but yot there were suspicioon 
aud runiors abroxd about him, whieh, if truc, 
Would bave brought him to the gollows, 
~ Some fow years befora the timo of which I 
sponk, three murders bad oecurred ot various 
jotoryals in the noighborliood of Woodbridee, 
which, considering the nature and ike of the 
town, wasn very atartliug circumstance, Of 
nouebf these was the perpeizator koowa, Any 
oflicer of u regiment quartered in Woodbridge 
bad been drinking in the Red Lion public 
house on the Marilecmo road; he had been 
seen and recognized there; on the following 
morning be was found in a ditch near by, his 
irout cut wad his pocket empty, Tho captain 
of n Norwegian tading vessel, thea lying in 
the port, after he pnd been mi-siog for ton 
days, Was found in a putrescent condition at 
tho bottom of tha fiver, tied up in sack, 
without the Ieaat clue as to where or by whom 
be liad been murdered. Lastly, a farmer of 
the name of Aightow, whose propeily was io 
the neighborhood, was koowa to hive gone 
into Woodbridge ‘on tho market day; he did 
not returg home in the evening, but on the 
following morning bis body was fouad in « 
barn by tho cide of the road belind the town, 
which it was nevssary for him to traverse on 
hig way hack, Hin bead bad been oattered in, 
apparently by some Ulunt instrumoat, and his 
puckota, rifled. 

More attention apphara to havo boen excited 
bg this murder than tho two former cages, The 
officor and the captain were strangora in the 
town, nud with regard to thu Norwogian gbip- 
per'v case, it was the foneral opluion that some 
Of Lho vessel's crow were connected with tho 
matter. But in this ihstanco, the victim wua 
no stranger. - Fartnerizhton was well known 
tind fespected in Weodbridgo, hnd had heou 
rosht and spoken to bymany of his friends ou 
tbo very day of his uséissiogtion. ‘Tho inquest 
was hold a8 iu the tw other casos, but no evi. 
deoco Was adduced r& to tho author of the 
crime, Justice sppear} to haya been tardy 
thoso Umes, at qny ral) in that quarter of the 
world; now-a-dayg it wonld mieed astonish 
ys should three undisdyered myrders spraad 
Ucir durk shadows of Buspicion and feur over 
a singlo wall towa thin the course of tou 
‘years, Although no eydence had been brought 
before tho authorities, ending to inculpato way 
individual with thermufder ot Aigbtwa, you tho 
floger of suspicion, a6 (directed by the good 

plo of Woodbridg4 pointed to Swmpy 
Brown. Me was knowp to baye poached on 
the farmer's grounds, aid hnd been proseculed 
by bim and threatoned vith « gccond summons. 
Stumpy was a sour-monthed follow, and had 
bcen heard to eay that ho would ‘do for" any 
porzon who interfered with what be consid 
od Lis privileges, aud ij. consequence of this, 
many farmers and noighbora had refralnod 
from prosecuting Brow), absolutely through 
fear, Hence it was thdngut not improbable 
(bat Stumpy Brown bid murderod Farmer 
Aighton to prevent his exeouting his tbraat 
of 4 second summona. 
‘Tino pasted on, and pdople forgot their sus 


piclona concorning Brown. When I ws 
in the town, about forty yoara since, SLampy 
Was rogurdod by tho wore sensible folks as a 
character, a queer, sulky old fellow, but no 
credit was given to the rumors of bis being a 
murderer, T waaapprenticad to a doctor in the 
town, and boing 1ond of fishing aud sbooting 
whenever I could steal the time, managed to 
make the acquaintance of old Brown, who 
slwaya knew where a bare was, or an old 
pike. He goomed to,take a fancy’ to ma, and 
many & summor'a eyoning havo I spent with 
bin flabing in the river. Ono ovouing I ro- 
ober woll walking with him at tho back 
tho town. I never gavo tho least cro- 
depeo to. tho reporta about Stumpy, and 
therefore bad no hesitation in referring to the 
wurler. 
“Ah,” said T, pointing to part of tho 
road, “that's whuge thoy murdered Aightor, 
jan'e itt!” 
Brown slarted a little, nd said, (1 wish 
sir, you wouldn't talk on theo gott of things 
that arn't pleassot, I never heered much 
About it never beerod mach. I suppose that 
bo tho place, as they cay 40, but my opinion 
je tbat that’s further along, ‘ot that T should 
kuow aboutit.’ 
Toflon heard him muttering to himself; aad 
once found him stariog futo Kygoe dock iu a 
yory intent manner. T'slartied him by my 
appearances, nod he said, “that’s deep down 
there, vir, very deep. ‘That would casily 
drown a map, specially if bo wur tied up. 
‘And then be laug! 

I recall these circumstances now, but at 
tho timo I (liought nothing of thom. Towards 
the avd of the year 1880, the emallpox broke 
out in Woodbridge with great violence, as it 
did jn wney"towns of East Anglis at that pe- 
riod, All the help aud care tant could be ob- 
tained wero required for the hundred* of pax 
tienta Whe were daily carried off by thidter- 
rible disease. My master ond I bad the great- 
or part of the work todo. A pest housy wa 
established, aud the individuala appointed to 
tako charge ot it, to receive tho patients and 
aud superiniend the nursing, were Stumpy 
Brown and his wife, Old Mrs. Brown, whom 
L hayo not mentioned, had been wedded to 
Stompy for forty yours, snd I always consid- 
ered her an bonest old woman. Whon the 
pest broke ont, Stimpy nnd his wie were 
geltiog old folk:—tho marks af sixty winters 
wero being upom thom. J, bowover, found 
Brown an excellent assistant at thg pest house, 
‘and bo secmed to pessess a very great umount 
of sang froid in dealing wiih dead bodies, 
which is a Yoluable quality. 

‘Although as we belore said, among tho eda- 
cated ot the (ownspeople, no more was thought 
‘of theramor that Brown liad murdered Aigk- 
ton, yet tho lower claszes still. feared bim, 
Mrs. Brown had all along sbared the came di 
liko ns her pusbund. Lt wasgaid that ahe bad 
the “evil eye;'! that she was a witch, und 
varions other diaagreeablé things. hen, 
therefore, the doctor placed my old acquaint: 
ance, Brown, and his wife in charge of the 
pestlouse, it was not wonderful that taany ef 
the poor were afraid of going there, and tried 
hard to be allowed toremain in their own 
bomes. A Mrs. Fitch, whose husband was 
itten with the disease, and was to bo sent to 
tho poor howse, begged bard that he should 
not go. “He knows, sir, that of Rrown that 
‘ood ‘ang 'i,"” sh “and that's sartin 
he'll never como out alive.’’ Bat of course no 
heed could be paid to this, and Fitch went. Io 
to days be became much worso, and said be 
should like to eee the clerzyman belore be 
die, ‘The doctor passed with me om oursreg- 
une round, and I dispatcbed Brown for ibe 
carate of tho parish, Fitch would last another 
day, we both thought, and leaving lim with 
Mrs. Brown, went into the next ward. When 
the Clerzyman came, Fitch was dead. 

{ went up to stitdy in London after the ep 
demic had passed away, and forgot Stampy 
Brown and Woodbridge wutil the following 
facts were narrited to me about seves yesra 
afterwards = 

It appeared tbata man of (ho name of Greon 
was charged at Woodbridge with burglary. 
This man I knew was an old companion of 
Brown's, and seemed, always (o bave a sort of 
very wyalterious connection with bim. When 
awaiting hia trial, be wrote to Brown, that 


unless became aud awore toan ‘alibi! for 
him, he would "Jet him (Brown) know.) 
Brown did not come forward, und accordingly 


when io prison, Green turned King's. evidence, 
and implicated old Stumpy in the murder of 
farmer Aighton, Ji was nearly thirty years 
sinco the murder occurred, aod Brown was 0, 
feeble old wan, 

Whether it was on account of bis oli age, 
aod the time whicb had elapsed sinco the mur- 
der, or whether in default of ovidenco, T can 
notsay, but Brown sho was tried at Lary 
susizes, Was convicted of aggravaled mansiaughe 
ter only, and sentenced to penal suvitude for 
the remainder of bis days. ‘The saip ia which 
ha wag to have gouw (0 Botany Bay was ono 
of tbe Inst convict transports which left | 
land, It was wrecked in the channel off 
Bonlogae, and all on board ware drowued.— 
‘Plug one of the mysteries Was explained in the 
porsou of my old acquaintaucefand exsatie 

Nes. Brown did bot loug survive ber hus- 
band. As sho lay oa her death bed she suid to 
thedoctor: “I should like. to speak to come 
one beiore [go.” The clergyman was sent 
for, but when be came the old Woman raised 
herself in her bed ood wid: “There's uo uso 
use in your coming here, there's no good you 
can do'me. It’s the magistrate want, ATier. 
this she relapsed for sovio timo, mud with her 
lusteacrgy shecaid: "Thi? got sumuut to 
tell sou afore Idie, Stumpy'a gone, and so 
shuliT be soon, so that don't matter. You 
know the officer as was morderod and robved 
close by the Martlesome Lion? Tand Stumpy 


ha’ done that. (A pause.) Yer know the 
cplainas was fouod ina sack? I and Stuyn- 
py put /imin, We drugged tim first, aud 


thea (ook bis money and cowed ’im up, 
saw Stuwpy put ‘im io the river, but bo 
darsta't tell, "cause Stumpy eaid be do. the 
same for him if he did, When be sent for tho 
clergyman When Fith was a dying, Stumpy 

tome, cays be, “he'g a goiwg, t> blab, 
you best stop fim." Iknowed what be meant; 
and so Istack the pillow on hia face after you 
werd gone. Mo vweutoll quite easy and nats- 
ralslike, and hada’t long to live avy ways. 
Tanta all about Fitey. (Angther pause) 
Stumpy Killed old Aizhtap ‘cause he persecut= 
ed 'im:, aud that waru’t like he would stand 
that. “Statapy's drowned, so yer can't git 
Yim, and Taint fue of dyiog. Lean die moro 
quiet now, I have loosed my mind. That's 
gotting that cald aow. Tleal as if that were a 
Kind g) emoothoria? me Oh, Lord!” And 
thus the old woman died. No great publicity 
Was given to Mr3, Brown's conlessiog, nud to
